King cowering in a corner, too ter- 
ror-stricken to talk. He gave no 
show of resistance." 


Annis said King readily admitted 


that he had done the shooting and 
had hidden the gun.

The 
couple then went to the home of the 
bride's' 'parents, Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Wilber, to spend their honey- 
moon.

Authorities Order Evacua- 


tion of Napier Within 


Two Days 


Wellington, X. Z. ~(3>)— Prelim- 


inary estimates of the death toll at 
Xapiqr and Hastings jumped to 400 
today when surveys of the damage 
caused by yesterday's earthquake 
and fire had only begun. 


Eye witnesses reported it was im- 


possible to give any accurate figure 
at present, but agreed there were at 
least 300 dead in Xapier and 100 in 
Hastings. The number of injured 
at Napier was estimated at 1,000. 
Xo figure on injured at Hastings 
was reported but the number was 
believed to run into the hundreds. 


Fears prompted by scattered re- 


ports from the stricken area •uere 
more than realized in information 
collected from refugees arriving heie 
today. 


Survivors said the quake wrecked 


nearly all the stone buildings in 
Napier and that the lire, fanned by 
a breeze coining in from 
the sea, 


swept inland, destroying everything 
in its path. 


Napier was a shambles. Streets 


T\ere piled with debris and buildings 
which did not collapse from the first 
shocks leaned at dangerous angles. 
A heavy pall of dust arose from the 
ruins and mingled with the smoke 
from burning buildings to create ad- 
ditional tenor. 


As soon as the earth tremors ceas- 


ed desperate efforts were made to 
rescue Tthps^^entgmbed in the riyng^ 
of building^ Those™*who came ouf 
alive assisted in the rescue opera- 
tions^ Both the injured and dead 
were laid'in the streets. 


FEAB'DfSEASE OUTBREAK 
Tonight a general order was is- 


sued for the evacuation of Napier 
within two days. The sewerage sys- 
ter has been destroyed and the au- 
thorities feared a serious outbreak 
of disease if the inhabitants were 
not compelled to leave the city as 
expeditiously as possible. 


The town of Palmerston, north, is 


preparing to receive 5,000 refugees 
for whom the government is provid- 
ing blankets and other equipment. 


A 
Wellington 
newspaperman 


making his way into the stricken 
area said that the marine 
parade 


was lined with broken houses, that 
the entire business quarter was a 
heap of ashes, and that every bank 
in the city had collapsed.

Paper Plan9' Considered 


Best In Preparing Garden 


Those who have never tried It 


sometimes have difficulty getting a 
garden plan drawn to scale, the only 
satisfactory and accurate manner to 
getting a. workable plan on paper. 
The simplest method is to use paper 
ruled off in squares. To save the 
labor of doing the job yourself with 
ruler and pencil it is an' easy mat- 
ter to buy paper already so ruled. 
All stationers have paper ruled in 
squares, sometimes known as "co- 
ordinate papers," this being ruled 
off in larger blocks on a groundwork 
of small units. 


Each square may represent a unit 


of measure in the garden plan, one 
foot square, two or five as desired. 
The first move is to get the outside 
dimensions of the garden, the length 
and width. Then rule off these di- 
mensions on the paper to any selec- 
ted scale- It is then an easy enough 
matter to figure out the space you 
wish to give to different vegetables 
and block off the squares or rec- 
tangles on the paper, writing in the 
space laid off the name of the vege- 
tables to occupy it. 


The same plan is pursued In lay- 


ing out a flower garden, which is 
sometimes more difficult because of 
the more complicated forms of the 
beds, and the irregular lines for bor- 


ests of all other producers. Farmers 
cannot expect to sell their products 
unless the laborers in other indus- 
tries have the means with which to 
buy them.. Producers in the other 
industries cannot expect to sell their 
products if the farmers, who con- 
stitute 45 per cent of our people, 
have not the means with which to 
purchase the commodities thus pro- 
duced. 
The trouble 
is that our 


Congress is dominated by selfish 
interests, which seek to get for them- 
selves special privileges that they 
are not entitled to and which' are 
inimical to our country. 


"I have confidence in the Ameri- 


can people and feel that when they 
realiz-e that the welfare and. pro-

When it conies to putting the pa- 


per plan on the ground, pot labels, 
which can be purchased cheaply by 
the hundred at seed stores, are very 
convenient devices to stake off the 
spaces and paths. A marker with 
slaked lime or chalk such as is used 
in laying out tennis courts, if avail- 
able, is a quick and definite method 
of outlining beds and paths. 


It is simplest to lay the plan out 


after the entire garden patch is 
spaded rather than to try to spade 
only the spaces included in the plan- 
ned beds. 
Ordinarily a 
practical 


vegetable garden is laid out in its 
entirety in straight rows- The ruled 
paper is useful to indicate distance 
between rows with companion • or 
succession 
planting between 
the 


rows of vegetables sufficiently far 
apart to permit an intermediate 
planting. 


A little practice with paper ruled 


in squares arsd a ruler will make the 
devising1 of a garden plan a simple 
matter and one of fascinating inter- 
est as a. matter of fireside garden- 
ing. A definite plan is more neces- 
sary in the flower garden than in 
the vegetable patch, but both are 
essential.

A POSSIBLE CLUE TO THE 


GREAT COLD MYSTERY 
Common cold virus baffles sci- 


ence in search for vaccine. 


Baltimore, Nov. 6.—The com- 


mon cold, research of more than 
two years by a corps of special- 
ists at the John Hopkins medi- 
cal school has estab'ished, is 
transmitted by a virus so small 
that it defies the most powerful 
microscop'e. 


If the virus could be made to 


grow in a laboratory tube the 
hope of developing a vaccine 
would be nearer. 


The virus is estimated to cause 


?200,000,000 loss a year to Amer- 
ican workers alone. 
A colleague who sends me the chp- 
iing argues there must t^ "colds" if 
bhns Hopkins institu'^ says so. He 
adds that he comes from Russia and 
he Russian medical institute says 
colds" happen, too. 
And yet no-one ofticially_cpnnected 


or claiming' ^connection Toth Johns 
Hopkins 'has as yet offered a defini- 
tion of the common cold. 


What the "corps of specialists" 


lave evidently found is that a fil- 
trable virus-from man or animal 
with some kind of snuffles or similar 
condition will produce a similar con- 
dition, when inoculated into the nasal 
passages o£ other men or animals. 
This has been observed time and 
time _again. Perhaps Johns .Hopkins 
needed the publicity just now. 


I here opine it is going to be about 


a thousand years before an j body 
will discover Ihe cause or cure for 
the common cold." I estimate it will 
take another 50 years before the last 
of the old tuners retires from public 
health education and people imagine 
they could catch co^d from exposure 
:o cold and wet 


These professional research people 


somehow let the public prints an- 
nounce the discovery of the cause of 
colds every year or two, do they not? 
It makes mighty good publicity for 
the institution itself and for the re- 
search workers who hold positions in 
the various expeditions launched to 
and and exterminate the "common 
cold." The big business men -who fi- 
nance these expeditions expect a 
break, too. So we may confidently 
anticipate some such news at leasl 
biennially as long- as the last old tim- 
er survives. 


Here I might say "It is estimated 


that it will be 50 years before the 
last old timer retires . . ."' 


That's the favorite style of the 


publicity writers on these cold hunt- 
ing expeditions. The passive modi 
nobody responsible for anything,jou 
know. That's as near as they dare 
come to a definition of "the common 
cold." They dismiss such 
carping 


quibbles as this I make, by saying 
the ailment is "well known to every 
body" and so. of course, it is not nee 
essary to define it. Any idiot fcnovrs 
all about it. 
Only some of our bl 


business interests seem to think TT 
need more knowledge—that's osten 
sibly the reason why they endow the 
"cold"5 hunting expeditions. 


Nobody has ever proved sdentifi 


cally, by properly controlled experi 
ment on roan or animals, that expos

Cleveland —OP)— Ten years ago 


greater Cleveland was a. community 
of 943,495 dreamers only half be- 
lieving- their dreams would 
come 


true. Today most of their dreams 
are reality with 1,201,455 persons 
only half realizing how much they 
have accomplished. 


Travelers entering the cijy at the 


beginning of the second decade of 
this century allighted i- .m the train 
at an eyesore of a. Union station on 
the lake front. They Journsyed past 
the site of the proposed mall group 
of buildings, and into the public 
square unsightly through the pres- 
ence of. hundreds of low rambling 
fatructures. 
'" When they traveled out Euclid- 
ave, the main 
thoroughfare, 
for 


about five miles to the seat they saw 
only the barest beginnings of what 
was destined to become a center of 
culture and education. 


Today travelers are pulled in to 


the city by giant electric locomotives 
that burrow their -way three stories 
beneath public square. Tb^y enter a 
huge station concourse covering 35 
acres. 


Going from the station into public 


square they see the new ?200,000,000 
terminal development. At the center 
of the terminal group of'buildings is 
the 50-story terminal tower building. 
Covering- several city blocks and in- 
terconnected by wide thoroughfares 
are many other new structures. 


In the Terminal tower building are 


the headquarters of the Van Swer- 
ingen brothers, who in the last ten 
years made Cleveland the center of 
one of the four major trunk railroad 
systems. From the Terminal tower 
are directed the Erie, Missouri, Pa- 
cific, Hocking Valley, Pere Marquet- 
te, Kickel Plate, and Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroads. 


Hazed old Buildings 


In. building the terminal group the 


Van Sweringens tore down 1,300 un- 
sightly buildings. They also develop- 
, ed a system cf trackage and bridges 
'' and suburban stations 
facilitating 


travel into the city. They backed 
the construction of the Northern 
Ohio food terminal costing ?7,000,- 
000. 


The Van Sweringans ran into the 


station their rapid transit 
cars 


from their real estate development 
at Shaker Heights. They took over 
the street railway and plan other 
rapid transit lines. 


To speed up traffic the city has 


constructed one ?4S,000,000 bridge 
over the Cuyahoga river, has one of 
th/3 same size under construction 
and plans s. third. 


In the mall group has ''leen erect- 


ed the §6,500,000 public hall seating 
10,000 and. wings consisting princi- 
pally of-a music hall costing 83,500-,- 
000 -and seating1 3,000. A ten-story 
building was erected at a. cost of ?S,- 
250,000 as the headquarters of the 
Fourth District Federal Reserve 
bank. The Cleveland Public library 
was completed at a cost of - §1.500- 
000 and the Cleveland Board of Edu- 
cation building, to cost §2,000,000, 
tras placed under construction. 


Ten large buildings architecturally 


similar, are in the mall group. Near 
the mall is being- erected a. munici- 
pal stadium to seat 65,000 persons. It 
will cost §3,500,000. 


Plan Cultural, Center 


.As a nucleus for the cultural center 
out Euclid-aye, a large group of in- 
' stitutions for medical research has 
been constructed — "with hospitals

3rsliy, The medical group al- 
ready has cost §8,000,000. 


The University has purchased sev-

Controversy 
Based 
Upon 


Competition Between Two 
Coal IVIine Groups

Washington — The problem, so 


troublesome to Wisconsin, of lake- 
caigo coal rates is again coming 
into the limelight. It rarely leaves 
it for long. 


The whole problem is based upon 


competition between two groups of 
coal mine owners and1 operators, one 
known as the northern group, which 
includes the Pittsburgh mines which 
are causing the present trouble, and 
the other as the southern group. 


The northern group at present 


enjoys a differential advantage of 35 
cents per ton advantage on ship- 
ments of Its coal frojn its mines to 
lower Lake Erie ports, but it is not 
satisfied with that • differential. 
In 


asking for a greater differential—4o 
cents per ton is what it seeks, the 
northern group states that it is not 
interested in the basic rate levels 
nor in the "public interest". 


The Wisconsin Paper and Pulp 


Manufacturers Traffic 
Association 


has filed a petition concerning this 
affair _ with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission pleading that no in- 
creases in rates on coal to Wiscon- 
sin be allowed. It states that the 
northern group "doesn't care what 
the rates are, it doesn't have to pay 
them." 


Under the present arrangment, 


Wisconsin is at a considerable dis- 
advantage in securing its coal sup- 
ply, •uhicli is particularly important 
to its great paper industries. It has 
to pay the 
entire 


charge, from mines 


transportation 
to Lake Erie 


ports, across the lake to the Wis- 
consin coal docks, and from 
the 


docks to the ultimate consumption 
destination points. 


History Is Involved 


The history of 
lake-cargo coal 


rates is somewhat involved. 
For 


many years the differential was 25 
cents per ton, then the I. C. C- 
raised the differential from Pitts- 
burgh mines to 45 cents. The car- 
riers serving the southern mines imr 
mediately reduced their rates by 20 
cents, thus restoring the 
25 cent, 


differential and allowing the southern 
mines to compete with the north- 
ern. The northern mines complained 
and sought a definite order from the 
Commission setting- 45 cents as the 
permanent and 
applicable 
differ- 


ential. 
The right of the Commis- 


sion to set an arbitrary differential 
is now before the courts in several 
cases, and may have to go to the 
Supreme Court for settlement, the

Menasba--- Criticisms of tho city 


council for tho purchase of Mcln- 
tosh Seymour engines, tho mayor for 
his alleged failure to take remedial 
action, and J. H. Kuester, super- 
intendent of city utilities, for alleged 
inefficient operation of the water and 
light plant were launched during a 
recess of the council meeting Tues- 
day evening. The criticism was led 
by Anton Meier, former alderman, 
and Charles Grade. 


The action, brought to a head agi- 


tation that has been manifest since 
an accident to one of the Mclntosh 
Seymour engines at the water and 
light plant Jan. 26, when a connect- 
ing rod crashed through the side of 
the machine. Since that time a com- 
mittee composed of Superintendent 
j H. Kuester and Alderman F. O. 
Heckrodt has visited the factory at 
Auburn, N. T., and investigations 
made into the probable cause of the 
accident. An agreement by the en- 
"gine company to replace the dam- 
aged parts at no cost except for "n- 
stallation, was accepted by council 
Tuesday. 
Criticizes Kuester, Reimer 


"We demand efficiency because the 


plant still belongs to the taxpayers," 
Mr. Meier, said. "You can always re- 
place pistons and. connecting rods, 
but you can't replace- a man who is 
killed during the operation of the 
machines. I don't blame the council 
for the purchase because I believe 
they were misled." 


He accused Kuester and "William 


Eeimer, a water and light depart- 
ment employe, of withholding- facts 
about the operation of the engines. 


Charles Grade, a former employer 


at the plant, claimed that the city 
owned two engines that engineers 
were afraid to run. Firing questions 
at Mayor Remmel, Grade attacked 
the purchase of the Mclntosh Sey- 
mour engines, the sending of the 
committee to New York, and Kues- 
ter's supervision of plant operation. 
He claimed that the water and light 
committee had not revealed the true 
state of affairs after an inspection of 
the plant. 


Mayor Backs Council 


In defense of the city administra- 


tion, Mayor Remirpsl said he would 
back the council members in any- 
thing they believed was right, but 
admitted that all such bodies some- 
tunes make mistakes. The sending of 
the committee to New York, attack- 
ed by Grade, appeared to be good 
business, the" mayor explained. 


"You 
get satisfactory water and 


light service at a reasonable rate" 
he said. "The light rate is lower 
than that of any other city in the 
Fox river valley, and not a nickel o: 
the tax payers' money has gone to 
ward the purchase of the plain 
equipment. Furthermore, the plain 
is paid for". 


Rallying in support of the mayor, 


Alderman. T. E. McGillan said he had 
voted for the purchase of the Mcln- 
"tosh Seymour engine in good faith 
and that he was not sure yet that he 


- had made a "mistake. He said he had 


questioned an able engineer before 
voting and had decided according- to 
the dictates of his conscience. 


Alderman 
Michael Grode 
also 


maintained that lie had voted for 
the purchase of the engine in good 
faith. 
He attributed. Grade's at- 


tack partially to the former utility 
employe's dismissal from the city's 
service.

Step Is Most Important in 


Conservation Program, 


Says Investigator • 


Madison —(ffj— The acquisition of 


land for refuges and winter feeding 
stations is the most important step 
the state can take toward conserva- 
tion of prairie game birds, Alfred O. 
Grosa, Brunswick', Me., special in- 
vestigator for the state conservation 
commission, said in a report issued 
here Tuesday. 


Dr. Gross, a member of the fac- 


ulty at Bowdoin college, spent three 
months in "Wisconsin* last year con- 
tinuing his study of prairie chick- 
ens. The investigation was started 
in 1928 when specimens of prairie 
chickens and 
sharp-tailed 
grouse 


were sent'to Bowdoin college for la- 
boratory study. 


In 1929 Dr. Gross made a. six- 


week study of prairie chickens in 
the vicinity of Plainfield. The study 
last year was carried on near Wis- 
consin Rapids in Wood-co. The re- 
port made by Dr. Gross covers mi- 
gration, distribution and numbers, 
parasites and diseases, life liistory 
and hatching of Wisconsin prairie 
chickens. 


The fundamental causes of 
the 


cyclic and other fluctuations in the 
numbers of game birds is regarded 
by Dr. Gross as of paramount im- 
portance. The prairie chicken, the 
report said, "apparently follows the 
cycles in common with grouse hence 
this problem becomes paramount in 
any comprehensive investigation of 
this bird." 


"Before the birds can be expected 


to thrive and to increase a place 
must be. provided for them to breed 
and to live," the report said. "Re- 
storation of the marsh lands will not 
only improve conditions for the 
prairie chicken in the great drain- 
age areas but will greatly reduce the 
fire hazard. Devastating fires in the 
past have in the course of a. few 
hours undone the earnest work of 
many years of conservation. 


"There are tens of thousands of 


acres of tax delinquent land in cen- 


. * tral Wisconsin which are worthless 


for agriculture but ideal for game. 
At the present time this land can 
he 
secured 
reasonably, 
mak- 


ing' it possible to do something of 
real worth for the conservation of 
game." 


Food supply stands nest to re- 


fuges in importance, Dr. Gross said. 
Unless there is ample food the year 
around, "the environment 
is far 


from ideal for ' the production of 
birds," the report said. In addition 
to the further study of food, the 
state should lay down a program 
for control of predators, Dr. Gross 
said. 


"It is important that a, predator 


survey of the state be instituted 
•which will enable the commission to 
regulate the predators 'of the state", 
not haphazardly but scientifically. 
The indiscriminate wholesale 
de- 


struction of all predators is to be 
rigidly avoided as such a proceedure 
is destined to upset the balance of 
nature in such a way as to act as 
& boomerang- to the objective." 


The studies made by Dr. Gross re- 


vealed that prairie chickens in Wis- 
consin are subject to many parasites 
and" diseases. But mankind has aid- 
ed disease in obliterating the bird, 
Dr. Gross said. 


"No one can dispute the fact that 


hunting is a factor which has deci- 
mated the numbers of prairie chick- 
ens in Wisconsin," the report said. 
"The birds "cannot continue to with- 
stand the present day conditions of 
hunting- 
without 
suffering1- irre- 


trievable losses. It is strongly rec- 
ommended that the time o£ the open 
season be advanced from September 
to the second week of October."

terns on about number 8 hooks, but 
caught no fish. We knew they were 
there, we even saw an occasional one 
-leap for some insect on the surface, 
but they ignored our offerings. 


Finally, in desperation, I decided 


on a radical change of tactics.

lecting another pattern on a number 
12 hook, I made a perfect cast along 
side a big boulder upstream 
from 


me a bit. Instantly the water boiled 
and I had a nice fourteen inch 
Speckled trout on. My pardner fol- 
lowed suit and from, then on we be- 
gan to get them regularly. 


Knowing these things, it is best 


that you have with \ou at least 
eighteen different patterns, running 
in sizes frmo 14 to about S.

Scientist Describes How 


To Find Distance Of Star 


Pasadena, Calif.—C/P)—Albert Ein- 


.stein today paid another visit to the 
Mount "\Vilson laboratory here of the 
Carnegie institution ot "Washington. 


Tho simple question of how the 


distances of tsars can be determin- 
ed was answered by Dr. "Walter S. 
Adams, director of the observatory. 


The simplest method for determin- 


ing tho distance of a star is by meas- 
uring its slight movement with ref- 
erence to its more distant neighbors 
in the sky and the movement of the 
earth. 


This method gives excellent results 


for tho neater stars but when 
a 


star is very distant its observable 
motion becomes too small for meas- 
urement. Modern astronomy has de- 
veloped other methods which, to a 
largo extent, overcome this difficul- 
ty. 


"If we know the true amount of 


light which a s'ar gives out, 
its j 


actual candlepower, we can easily 
determine its distance." said Dr.

produces a difference in the behavior 
of the substances of which the star 
is composed which 
we recognize 


when w e analyze the star's light. 


"A careful study of this effect and 


a comparison based on stars whose 
distances have been measured and 
whoso true brightness is fenown 
mako it possible to determine the 
actual candlepower of stars directly 
and so their distances; 


"The method has very wide appli- 


cation. 
It has been used at the 


Mount "Wilson and other observator- 
ies for thousands o? stars and has 
added greatly to our knowledge o* 
t-teilar distances. The method may 
bo applied to any star bright enough 
to bo photographed with a spectro- 
scope and us accuracy is independ- 
ent of the distance of the star. 


"Hence it 
JP peculiarly valuable 


in tho case of the most distant stars 
where tho method of measurement 
based on the earth's motion reaches 
the hmit of its possibilities."

Madison—Hatchery 
chicks serve 


as the source of supply for one-half 
of the chickens raised on "Wisconsin 
farms," according to the crop report- 
ing service of the "Wisconsin depart- 
ment of agriculture and markets and 
the'United States 
department of 


agriculture at Madison. Another 23 
per cent of the chicks are hatched 
under hens, 19 per cent are hatched 
in home incubators, and S per cent 
are custom hatched. Hens are now 
used in hatching less than one- 
fourth of the total number of "Wis- 
consin's, >chicks. 
Artificial incuba- 


tion, especially in hatchery form, 
appears to be taking the place of 
hens more and more every year. 


There are 196 hatcheries in "Wis- 


consin which are listed under 
the 


record of performance, certified and 
accredited records 
of the 
depart- 


ment .of agriculture and markets. 
These hatcheries have a total ca- 
pacity of practically 5,000,000 eggs. 
At least twenty-three different va- 
rities of chicks of the more common 
breeds are available at the state's 
hatcheries. Few, if any, people de- 
siring any of the common varieties 
of meat, egg or general 
purpose

DROUGHT THREATENS 


EVERGREENS, SHRUBS 


Madison —• Last summer's severe 


drought is apt to kill off evergreens 
and shrubs this coming spring m the 
dried out areas of eastern TViscon- 
sin, according to state entomologist, 
E. L. Chambers of the department 
of agriculture 
and 
markets. 
In 


many sections the ground is dust 
dry a few inches below the surface 
and exceedingly hea\y rains will be 
needed to supply moisture for the 
roots this spring. 


Turning a hose onto the earth 


around the evergieens and shrubs 
is recommended as soon as the 
ground shows signs of opening up. 
Piling snow around the trunks at 
this time will also help to sa% e many 
trees. 


Evergreens and shrubs demand a 


great deal of water during the first 
growing period of spring, according 
to the entomologist, and unless ex- 
tra water is given them this win- 
ter, many will die. 
The 
ground 


should be thoroughly soaked if the 
water is to penetrate the required 
depth. Dry winters accompanied by 
sunshiny^days, high winds, and low 
rate of absorption from the cold soil 
may result in the 
death of the 


trees. E\'ergreens that pass the win- 
ter frozen in water-laden ground 
come through perfectly.

grouse, pheasant, and quail

using poison to eliminate rats, mice, 
and English sparrows can be elimi- 
nated if proper precautions are tak- 
en, according to E. L. Chambers, 
state entomologist of the department 
of agriculture and markets. "When 
properly used to kill rodents and 
sparrows, strychnine will not kill 
the game birds, Mr. Chambers says. 


Special rules and regulations gov- 


erning the use 
of poisoned baits, 


dynamite, and poison gas for the 
destruction of injurious pests have 
been worked out by the department 
of agriculture and markets and the 
conservation, commission. Poisoned 
grain used for mice and rats should 
be placed under boards, stones, in 
partly closed boxes, tin cans, pipes, 
tile or other containers where it is 
out of reach of birds. "When pois-

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Agricultural Plant Expanded 


Too Rapidly, Says 


C. B. Denman 


Madison —C/P)— Production—over 


and unbalanced—are the major prob- 
lems that face American agriculture, 
C. B. Denman, member of the Feder- 
al Farm board, told persons attend- 
ing the annual Farm and Home 
•week at the University of Wisconsin 
college of agriculture here Tuesday. 


"Geared up as our intensive pro- 


duction program has been since the 
•war and coupled with the use••of la- 
bor saving machinery and a reduc- 
tion of several million head of horses 
and mules, the American farm plant 
has simply expanded too rapidly ' i 
the uay of: production of many of 
our major commodities," Mr. Den- 
man said in getting: at the basis of 
the problem. 
"During this period 


other countries have been doing the 
same thing, until today the Ameri- 
can farmer is faced in many lines 
•with a loss of his foreign market ex- 
cept as unusually low prices and 
must adjust his production more 
nearly to domestic requirements." 


The speaker, as a livestock expert, 


laid the wide variance of retail and 
other costs in meat prices to undue 
distribution costs. He said efforts are 
being made to remedy this, and the 
result is "a steadier cattle market, 
greatly increased consumption, and 
very low stocks of beef in storage." 


In the line of the pork market, Sir. 


Denman advised producers to finish 
hogs at weights which will supply 
a willing market with its needs and 
thus "prevent 
and control 
the 


troublesome surplus." 


Sheep producers, he asserted, re 


in more distress than any other di- 
vision of the meat animal industry. 
This is caused by a cumulative sur- 
plus, where in sheep ha-ve increased 
11,000,000 in the last five years. This 
is being cared for m low prices 
which has increased lamb consult.*- 
tion "more than one pound per cap- 
ita during the first 10 months of this 
current year." 


Commodity Marketing 


,' 
Speaking of cooperative marketing 


k Mr. Denman said: 
' 
"... cooperative marketing activ- 


1 ities to be most effective for the pro- 


ducers should be united along com- 
modity lines. Accordingly, we (Fed- 
eral Farm board) recommended to 
the existing cooperatives-that they 
organize for each of the 
different 


commodities, such 
as 
livestock, 


grain, wool and cotton, a central 
agency of their own m which all 
would become stockholders to 
the 


end that they might so regulate the 
flow of the commodity to the market 
so as to avoid unnecessary depres- 
sion in price, and because of the 
large volume handled, exert a mea- 
surable degree of' influence on the 
price obtained." 


Through A national livestock co- 


operative, he said-producers can ac; 


, complish: 


A relief to congestion on the mar- 
' kets thiough orderly marketing, 


Which considers consumption and <Ta- 
mand; a selling on the basis of 
grade; elimination of wasteful dis- 
tribution system; elimination of tin- 
necessary speculation; 
a larger 


share of the consumer's dollar for 
the producer; centralization of con- 
trol and selling; a control on the 
market to avoid a market surplus 
through cooperative advertising and 
educational campaigns. 


Math Michels, Fond du Lac count- 


ty, spoke of his first experiences in 


^ testing cows 28 years ago "when he 
'- began with three herds, only one of 


which was regularly tested through- 
out the year. 


"This herd of common native cows 


started out with 14 head and finish- 
ed with eight. Six head, all either 
low producers or short time milkers, 
were disposed of before the end of 
the year," he said. 


He presented a report on testing, 


and said his herd was liberally fed 
on a balanced ration. Tha difference 
of nearly four cents in the price of 
fat for the animals was according to 
prices, he said. 


Wisconsin's plan for the control of

called soldier bonus which is being 
advanced as a means 
of affording 


relief to hundreds" of thousands of 
World war veterans 
who are be- 


lieved to be in distress. All sorts of 
plans are being proposed, but dire 
predictions are being made that a 
measure appropriating three and a 
half billion for the veterans would 
do more to unsettle 
the business 


and financial Trorld than if -would 
help by its indirect addition to the 
purchasing power of the nation. A 
large number . of members of con- 
gress are not at all convinced how- 
ever that something vital should not 
be done for the veterans. 
In fact 


there is talk of compromise. The 
likelihood is that at least a half bil- j 
lion dollar appropriation to increase 


the funds for loans will be made and 
that congress will hold itself 
in 


readiness to do even more in the 
latter part of the year if this is not 
adequate. But any extreme proposal 
like the flotation of three and a half 
billion dollars of securities in the 
nest few months is considered 
un- 


likely. 


Pressure from veterans and local 


organizations is becoming so intense 
that it would not be surprising if 
the three and a half billion dollar 
measure passed the senate. In the 
house however the bill wiil be con- 
siderably amended. 
The presiden- 


tial veto jiower will probably be ex- 
ercised to keep 
down 
the total 


amount appropriated and, judging 
by the attitude of house leaders, the 
administration counts 
upon the 


house to block anything that the 
president does 
not 
wish to see 


adopted.

New York — Control of Federal 


Light and Traction 
Company was 


acquired in March a year ago by 
Cities Service. 
It is one of the 


smaller public utility holding com- 
panies, but has a long record of 
successful operation. The territory 
served is in the West and South- 
west, including communities in Ark- 
ansas, Missouri, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and in the Eocky Mountain re- 
gion. Funded debt consists of two 
bond issues of the parent company. 


The issue due March 1, 1942, has 


the prior claim on earnings and is 
outstanding in two series, one carry- 
ing a 5 per cent and one a six per 
cent coupon. A portion of these 
bonds is- stamped as subject to pro- 
visions of a supplemental indenture, 
which, however, do not affect 
the 


investment rating. At recent mar- 
ket prices the yield obtainable on all 
of these bonds has ranged around 6 
per cent. 


Next in the capital structure comes 


an issue of debenture 6s, maturing 
December 1, 1954, and selling to give 
over 6 per cent. There are two class- 
es of stock, a no .par $6 preferied 
and a ?15 par common. The'prefer- 
red at the market returns around G.7 
per cent. On the common, the pres- 
ent dividend rate is $1.50 in cash and 
4 per cent in stock annually. All of

es are most common during the 
next three month, according to data 
which wag recently compiled by the 
State Board of Health. At the pres- 
ent time, February and March are 
the months most to be feared. These 
are the months when there is the 
highest mortality due to the preval- 
ence of communicable diseases such 
as measles, scarlet fever, and whoop- 
ing cough. 


The Educational Committee of the 


State Medical Society in a bulletin 
issued today warned people of the 
increased prevalence of pneumonia 
at this time of the year and gave a 
caution for special vigilance as to 
personal care. 


"A good part of this bad record 


for February and March is due to 
increased prevalence of respiratory 
diseases which have a higher win- 
ter incidence particularly among 
young children and old people," de- 
clared the bulletin. 
"The death 


rate from pneumonia, bronchitis, 
pleurisy and other diseases of the 


Federal Light and Traction securi- 
ties are outstanding in such small 
amounts that they lack an active 
market. 
None of them is suitable 


for trading purposes, but the bonds 
and the preferred stock have invest- 
ment merit and the minority com- 
mon shares .fluctuate in a general 
way with other public utility stocks.

"Deaths from erysipelas are very 


common during the winter months. 
This is probably due to improper 
housing conditions which are favor- 
able to the spread of the infection. 


"There does not seem to be any 


seasonal variation in deaths from 
cancer, heart disease, or Eright's 
disease. 


"There is a slight increase in the 


number of deaths from old age dur- 
ing the winter months. 


"From a public health viewpoint, 


what can be done to further de- 
crease the number of deaths during 


the -winter months? The prevention 
of common colds, bronchitis 
and 


tonsllltis, and tho proper kind of 
treatment for these ailments wheni 
they first appear will aid materially 
In preventing a great amount of 
se'rlous Illness and deaths resulting 
from respiratory 
diseases. 
Pneu- 


monia, which is fatal to one out of 
every four or five people who get it, 
could bo prevented In a large num- 
bet of cases if the severe cold, which 
is usually one of the first symp- 
toms, is properly taken care of."
